The CSFA Library has, since September 15, 1956, acquired 
414 books, donated variously by the Estate of Whitney Ash¬ 
ley, Mrs. A. S. Baldwin, Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Bransten, 

Alice C. Cowell, Mr. and Mrs. Walter Haas, Adaline Kent, 
Dorothy Liebes, Dr. and Mrs. H. Lisser and the Town School 
for Boys. 2732 books have been purchased from Jay Werlhof's 
collection and other sources, principally on the Humanities. 

The American Library Association in cooperation with the 
Old Dominion Foundation has donated 54 volumes of the Great 
Books of the Western World, ranging from Homer through 
Freud. Of 30, 000 applicants, the Library at the School was 
one of 1, 600 libraries throughout the country to receive this 
grant. 

By request of the students, the Library hours have increased by 
13-1/2 hours per week. Visitors per week average 300, both 
from the School and SFAA members, and the Library is open 
one night a week, Wednesday, till 10 p.m.
